While the question of bonds has 
been argued pro and con for the past 


two 
months all of our citizens have 
seemed to overlook the fact that the 
Board of Trustees is powerless to call 
an election for bonds for school or 
wharf purposes until alter a petition 
signed by 300 qualified electors has 
been presented to them. 
T h e charter 


is very plain upon this subject, and for 
the benefit of the public we quote the 
section that applies to bond elections: 
SECTION 38. 
If at any time the 
Board Of Trustees shall deem it neces­ 
sary to incur any indebtedness in ex­ 
cess of the.money in the treasury appN 
cable to the purposes for which such 
indebtedness is to be incurred, thiy 
shall, if petitioned in writing to do so 


by not less than three hundred quali­ 
fied electors of the Town of Berkeley 
call a special election by the qualified 
Electors ot the Town to determine 
whether such indebtedness shall be in­ 
curred, provided that when such in­ 
debtedness proposed to be incurred 
sball not exceed the sum of ten thous 
8nd dollars, the question of incurring 
such indebtedness shall only be sub­ 
mitted to the qualified - electors of the 
Town a t a general municipal election. 


No such indebtedness shall be incurred 
wftboiitf the assent of two-thirds of the 
qua'Iied electors of said town voting 
on such question at such election.
